ENVER, May 10.—Denver yes- 
terday, by an overwhelming 
vote, repudiated the commis- 

sion form of government and again 
went back to the old Mayor form, 
after giving the commission form a 
trial of four years, which were four 
lean municipal years as far as civic 
improvements went. 

Robert W. Speer, former Mayor 
of Denver, was re-elected Mayor by 
a majority of between 8000 and 10,- 
000. The election showed that the 
intelifgent voters of the city decided 
that municipal government is a busi- 


a political problem to be handled by 
politicians, fakers and dreamers. 


A TEST. 


A test of four yeats under the 
commission form had shown a con- 
stant increase annually in the cost of 
maintenance of the administration, 
with little or no money ‘going for 
permanent improvement. There 
were many psychological reasons 
that helped to bring about the re- 
version, but the economic problem 
was the basic reason. 

In short the people of Denver 
have come to the conclusion that 
they get more for their dollar un- 
der Mayor form than under the 
commission form of government. 
The “headless” commission form, 
with five different departments, 
made too much for divided author- 
ity, and divided interests. The lack 
of centralization of authority with 
each department head trying to gét 
the most he could for his depart- 
ment was like five horses, each pull- 
ing in a different direction. No de- 
partment head showed much regard 
for other departments, and it was a 
case of devil the hind- 


most. 
DIVIDED AUTHORITY. 

This division, of authority or lack 
of centralization made it almost im- 
possible to plan expenditures of city 
funds along a permanent and gen- 
eral improvement line, or do any 
cohesive constructive work. All the 
city’s revenues went simply for 
maintenance.

$300,000 in revenues, through saloon 
licenses, to Denver, and a conse- 
quent increase of that amount in 
taxation. While not responsible for 
this loss of revenue the commission 
form had the responsibility of mak- 
ing up the shortage by increasing 
the tax rate, and incidentally re- 
ceived much unjustifiable blame for 
the increased taxation. 

Denver is essentially a “man- 
made” city and its welfare depends 
upon the leaders of men at the 
head of its affairs. For several years 
Denver has been the melting pot 
for many governmental reforms. It 
has largely been controlled by a set 
of men who pald Nttle or no taxes 
and who earned their livelihood as 
reformers, not by the sweat of their 
brows, but by the abuse they could 
heap upon Denver officials and Den- 
ver property owners. 

ELECTION A REBUKE. 

The pendulum has now swung the 
other way and the election was a 
rebuke to these municipal reform- 
ers and trouble-makers. 

The commissioners of Denver were 
simply a mediocre lot of men; they 
were neither good nor bad, but in- 
different to the welfare of the city as 
a whole. Had there been some man 
of strong personality and executive 
ability filling the “Mayor's” chair it 
is probable that Denver would have 
given the commission form at least 
a few more years’ trial. The com- 
missioners were not crooked, but 
their methods of expenditures made 
for extravagance end there was a 
lack of initiative.

“Such an assumption has to be 
arrived at with certainty from the 
material in the possession of the 
German government, for itself and 
without further knowledge of the 
circumstances connected with the 
to oing of the Sussex, the more 
as’ apart from the points enumer- 
ated in the note of the tenth ultimo 
the following facts had come to the 
attention of the Admiralty of the 
navy through reliable information: 
March 24, 1916, approximately at 
the same time as the Sussex, an 


lauxiliary warship left the port of 


Folkstone with a large transport of 
British infantry on board; on the 
same day a transport steamer was 
torpedoed in the channel; a few’ 
minutes preceding the explosion on 
the Sussex she had passed through 
a mass of ship wreckage, which cre- 
ated the impression that a ship had 
sunk at that spot shortly before. 
All these facts justified the conclu- 
sion that the only case of torpedoing 
which could be considered under the 
circumstances had struck the British 
war vessel, whereas the Sussex had 
met with an accident in some other 
way.

The created bodies 
stand ready to spank the parent on the 
slightest provocation, and the municipal ma- 
ehinery works about as smoothly as a 1901 
model with sand in its gizzard. The only 
sports recognized at the City Hall are pass- 
ing the buck and getting the goat, and 
these are played according to the careless 
regulations laid down by the wild man of 
Borneo.

@ qQuartette when the Mayor throws his 
bonnet jato the arena, but it is all merely 
a glittering instance of what may happen— 
or must happen—when the affairs of ad- 
ministration are all cluttered up with. an 
assortment of boards, commissions, bureaus 
and departments whose interests seem to 
constantly counter and conflict. Of. their 
own virtues they are assured. The Ef- 
ciency Commission is consumed with its 
own . The Board of Public Works 
knows that it works the public good—and 
plenty—but for the public good. The Com- 
mon Council feels that it is uncommonly 
common—blamed common, to be blunt 
about it—but that it serves for the common 
good. They are all honorable men-— by 


themselves—but how dodgasted fussy they

“There is in this country now timber for 
less than thirty years, and coal enough to 
last for less than 100 years.” . 

Facts are edged tools which professional 
compensated liars ought not to attempt to 
handle. A special survey of our coal re- 
sources made by the United States Geo- 
logical Survey shows that the coal deposits 
of the United States amount to 3,076,204,- 
000,000 tons—an amount so vast as to be 
beyond the comprehension even of skillful 
mathematicians. At the rate of our pres- 
ent annual output and consumption, and al- 
lowing for increase of population, there is 
coal enough on hand to supply this nation 
for 6000 years instead of thirty years. and 
Mr. Pinchot's apprehensions that his remote 
descendants will shiver in the winter time 
are not well founded. As nature is still in 
the business of making coal, there is really 
no necessity to protect the dividends of the 
Pocahontas Coal Company by withdrawing 
Alaska coa) lands from location. 

That in 100 years there will be no timber 
with which to build houses or wood to burn 
in cook stoves is an y false and ab- 
surd statement of Pinchot made in the in- 
terest of northwestern lumber companies. 
ety to official reports we now have 

: 600,000,000 acres of forests in thig 
country. Germany, with two-thirds our pop- 
ulation, has but 35,900,000 acres, and her 
statesmen are not worrying themselves into 
a decline over a possibie’ timber shortage. 

The forest growth of Germany is estl- 
mated by that government at 636 feet board 
measure per acre annually. If we estimate 
our total increase from vwnaided forest 
growth alone at only 300 feet per acre an- 
nually it amounts to 180,000,000,000 board 
feet per annum, or three times the amount 
we consume. Allowing for loss by forest 
fires and waste in cutting, our forests are 
producing twice as much timber as we con- 
sume. The fact that forests in Michigan 
and Maine are becoming depleted is only 
a local incident that does not affect the 
general condition. 

The outcry that our of! resources would 
soon be exhausted originated with Mr. 
Rockefellér thirty years ago, because the 
output in Indiana and Pennsylvania was 
diminishing, and Pinchot—in the pay prob- 
ably of the Standard Of! Company—has in- 
sisted that, unless further oil production 
was restricted, our ships of war would soon 
be without fuel and our locomotive and other 
engines be compelled to return to coal or 
wood burning. 

But discoveries in well-defined of] areas

Union Oil Company, testified yes- 
terday in the litigation on trial be- 
fore Judge Myers looking to the 
dissolution of the two holding com- 
panies, declared that he had no in- 
terest in the Mark Requa option. 
which has figured prominently in 
the testimony. He stated that he had 


backing of Mr. Requa. He knew who 


sent Mr. Requa to California to get 
an option on Union Oil, he said, but 
he was not permitted to tell. as an 
objection was made and sustained by 
the court. 

Mr. Doheny, it appeared, had re- 
centiy made an offer for 51 per cent. 
of the Union Oil stock. This offer, he 
stated, was presented to the officers 
of the Union Oil by T. A. O'Donnell 
on telegraphic authorization from 
New York by himself. The price of- 
fered was $85 a share, but this was 
stricken out of the records. 

He said that the Pan-American 
Oil and Transportation Company 
was organized to roduce, refine, 
transport and sell oil in the Western 
Hemisphere. Irresistible offers, he 
said, were expected to be made by the 
organizers for stock to a number of 
California oil companies, included 
in which was the Union Oi] Com- 
pany. Another corporation was the 
California Petroleum Company, The 
General Petroleum Company was 
not included in the plans, Mr. 
Doheny said, at least as far as he 
was concerned. He said he did not 
know who controlled the General 
Pipe Line Company, and he was not 
positive that John Barneson was 
president of the General Petroleum 
Company. 

Mr. Doheny testified that he

When confronted by his own con- 
ession of the killing, which was in- 
oduced by Deputy District Attor- 
ney Guernsey, Attorney Davis for the 
defendant made the .statement that 
Deputy Sheriff Fox had testified to 
an untruth. This unexpected and 
rather dramatic assertion came dur- 
ing the examination of the officer. 
It was alleged by Attorney Davis 
that Deputy Sheriffs Fox and Nolan; 
shattered the prisoner’s nerve 
by calling hie attention to a passing | 
funeral cortege and declaring that: 
it was thé one of Alksne. Rubins 
jumped from his chair and in broken | 
English attempted to corroborate 
this statement. Deputy Fox declared | 
that Rubins had seen the funeral 
and mentioned his partner without 
interference of the officers or their 
suceestion. 
The court denied the petition of 
Attorney Davis for bail for his client. ‘ 
It was held that the crime indicated 
murder and not the lesser crime of 
manslaughter, which would permit, 
the setting of a bond. When the 
case comes to trial in the Superior 
Court, Rubins will set up the argu- 
ment of self-defense in order to se- 
cure his freedom.

ULES FOR SAFETY. 
IN WOODWORKING. 


At the meeting of the State In- 
dustrial Accident Commission and a 
subcommittee representing various 
interests concerned in the use of 
woodworking machinery, held yes- 
terday in No. 405 Union League 
Building, the tentative safety orders 
passed ‘by the commission at San 
Francisco last month, and amended 
later, were adopted. Two proposed 
amendments, relative to remote con- 
trol and the location of the counter- 
weight on vertical cut-off saws, were 
referred back to the committee. 

The orders provide that all circu- 
lar rip saws must ¢ have hooded 
guards and be provided with spread- 
ers or splitters; that all cross-cut 
saws of the swinging type must be 
guarded and that knuckle guards 
must be attached to the swing 
frame; that guards must be installed 
to protect both upper and lower 
wheels of all band saws; that all 
wood jointers must be equipped with 
cylindrical cutter heads of the safety 
type; that all disc sanding mac 
must have the cir erence and 
back of the revolving head thor- 
oughly guarded, and all belt sanders 
must have both pulleys enclosed; 
that all mortising machines must be 
provided with thumb guards to pre- 
vent an operator’s hand from coming 
in contact with the chisel; that all 
wood shapers not automatically fed 
must be provided with guards; that 
all cutting heads and saws of tenon- 
ing machines must be guarded, and 
that all gears, belts, pulleys, sprock- 
ets and shafting connected with 


woodworking machinery must be 
guarded. 
It was also recommended that 


floors where operators stand to op- 
erate machines, such as  wood- 
shapers, jointers, saws, etc., be pro- 
vided with non-slip surfaces. 

The commission will close its 
hearing today with a consideration 
of elevator safety orders, the amend- 
ments of which have been prepared 
by John R. Brownell, State superin- 
tendent of safety. Mr. Brownell, in 
company with Will J. French, com- 
missioner, has been in charge of the 
hearing.
